The in¬ 
visible was purchased from the 
U. S. Line Company, Westfield, 
Mass. We have since found out 
that they manufacture a mono¬ 
filament line with the same col¬ 
ors for spinning. Sounds like a 
good bet for the fellows who ai*e 
.planning to go north to Canada 
this spring. Could mean the dif¬ 
ference between a successful fish¬ 
ing trip or fishless one.
